afcout the government “Food Stamp 
tPlan” but up to this time, in Jones 
Co.. not many have really 
under­ 
stood what it is all about. But re­ 
cent developments in this line have 
brought the subject right down to 
Our door in this county. 
All plans are now set for the Food 
Stamp Plan to begin operating in 
thi s county about May 15, according 
to information gained from officials 
in Hamlin Wednesday. 


THE FOOD STAMP PLAN 


* JUST ANOTHER RELIEF PLAN 


People who are 
not 
concerned 
about getting help from the govern­ 
ment will not need to know 
much 
about the Stamp Plan, unless it 
be 
retail food merchants who will ex­ 
change foods for stamps, or 
per­ 
haps some far-seeing taxpayer who 
wonders who is paying the bill. You 
tee somebody must pay for foods. 
Farmers raise foods of ail kinds and 
do not give stuff away. 
Heretofore we have been 
aware 
of “Commodity Surplus Foods” and 
that certain folks on WPA, 
etc., 
get this “hand-out” once per month 
or perhaps two times per month, in 
addition to what they are paid for 
any kind of “project work’” they 
may be certified to do. The materials 
especially foods, have formerly been 
assembled in a co-operative method 
by city, county and federal govern­ 
ment, and given out. The county or 
city bore part of the cost, especial­ 
ly the freight, which ran high from 
wholesale houses to Jones County. 


THE STAMP PLAN DIFFERENT 


The .Stamp Plan is to permit only 
certified 
recipients 
to buy stamps 
with the money they may get from 
W’PA work or otherwise, up 
to 
a 
certain amount, depending on num­ 
ber in family and amount they re­ 
ceive or are “entitled” to from the 
government, under the relief set-up. 
There are two kinds of Stamps, 
ORANGE stamps, which 
must 
be 
bought, and BLUE Stamps, 
which 
;the government 
“gives” 
equal 
to 
half the amount spent 
in 
buying

L a s t issue of the Herald carried 
the information last week that death 
had claimed G. P. Odom, 
pioneer 
railroad man of Hamlin, who passed 
away at the San Angelo Clinic, at 
7:15 A. M., Thursday, April 24th. 
Funeral services were 
conducted 
at the First Baptist Church in Ham­ 
lin Friday afternoon, at 3:30 o’clock. 
G. P. Odom was born at Ranger, 
Texas, October 1 1, 1893, and 
was 
at the time of his death, 47 years, 
6 months and 13 days of age. 
At an early age he began his rail­ 
road work as an operator at the lit­ 
tle town of Krum, Texas, and 
in 
1918 he came to Hamlin and served 
the Orient as operator and contin­ 
ued in this work when the Santa Fe 
took over the road. Mr. Odom was a 
man who attended closely to 
his 
own affairs, and was efficient 
and 
painstaking in service to his employ­ 
er. He knew every detail in every 
department of the office work 
in 
railroad transportation. He prefer­ 
red the position of operator above 
all. He was station agent in Hamlin 
for more than a year and resigned 
to resume the position of operator. 
Mr. Odom was a man of strong 
physique, never having lost any time 
from his work, till right up to 
the 
last. The day he left Hamlin to go 
to San Angelo for the usual health 
check-up, he was at his post 
but 
was not feeling well. 
The check-up 
showed some form of trouble in the 
liver and later it was 
determined 
that death was caused from cancer. 
He is survived by a 
wife, 
the 
former Miss Grace Harbert, whom 
he married in September, 1935; by 
his mother, Mrs. Alice Odom; three 
sisters, Mrs. Ernest King and Mrs, 
E. M. Howard, all of Ranger; one 
sister, Mrs. Walter Kohanek of Big 
Spring and 
one 
brother, 
Russell 
Odom of Ranger, all of whom with 
their families were present for 
the 
funeral. 
Other relatives from out-of-town 
for the funeral were Mr. and 
Mrs. 
J. B. Richards of Dayton, 
Texas; 
Otis Harbert and family of Stam­ 
ford. 
Funeral services were 
conducted 
by Rev. J. Henry Littleton of Abi­ 
lene, former pastor in Hamlin, who 
baptised the deceased several years 
ago. Rev. Ernest Massey and wife 
of Fort Worth, close friends of tbe 
Odom family, were present and Rev. j 
Massey spoke a brief tribute, and 
the present pastor, Rev. H. E. East, 
participated. These ministers voiced 
the sentiments of all who knew G. 
P. Odom, well, that he had lived as 
a good citizen and 
a conscientious

Yes sir, there was plenty 
and to 
spare. A big fat beef had 
been 
killed, and Johnnie Hines’ herd got 
a good advertising. Fat and fit and 
well cooked beef makes a dandy at­ 
traction at any picnic party. 
Besides the actual members 
of 
the Gin Association, a number 
of 
friends, cotton men, and some 
out- 
of-town folks were invited. 
The

“All the public schools and church­ 
es worked in the drive; the twelve 
organizations of the Federated Wo­ 
men’s Clubs took care of front-yard 
inspection in a house-to-house 
can­ 
vass totaling 7,153 calls; the 
Boy 
(Scouts, white and colored, handled 
back-yard and alley inspections and 
collected 17,515 pounds of 
trash; 
members of the American Legion, 
Kiwanis and Rotary met at appoint­ 
ed places with rakes and shovels— 
and worked like dogs. 
“ An inspection blank 
gets 
into 
every Lubbock home, either by mail 
or through the newspapers or school 
children, and is followed shortly by 
a personal visit from a volunteer 
worker. If no action is visible, a fol­ 
low-up notice 
is 
delivered 
by 
a 
telegraph messenger and a reinspec­ 
tion is made later. Through neigh­ 
borly example, 
crowd 
psychology 
and personal pride, every household­ 
er is stimulated to the 
desire 
to 
climb on the band wagon. And that 
desire is deftly fanned into flame 
by the insistent 
prodding 
of 
the 
children— who have to bring back to 
school reports of household clean­ 
up activities—and by the awarding 
of numerous prizes in cash or mer­ 
chandise donated by public-spirited 
merchants. 
For 
instance, 
Scout 
troops collect awards for the great­ 
est amount -of 
rubbish 
collected; 
younger boys gather up 
tin 
cans 
from vacant lots to win free movie 
tickets. 
“If you wonder how a community 
that has earned the title 
of 
the 


cleanest city in 
its state 
eleven 
times can have 
so 
much 
trash 
around, you simply forget what the 
cities that don’t win look like. 
The 
fact that each year 
in 
Lubbock 
shows a bigger clean-up job than 
the year before is just an indication 
of what you and your 
neighbors 
could accomplish in your 
city 
if 
you really put your minds to it the 
way these Texans do.” 
The New York paper 
sent 
its 
crack reporter, Paul W\ 
Kearney, 
all the way to Lubbock to see how 
they do it. He told “how.”

portunities as citizens of the United States and of the States 
and localities in which they reside: 


NOW, THEREFORE, I, 
FRANKLIN 
D. 
ROOSEVELT. 
President of the United States of America, do hereiby designate 
Sunday, May 18, 1941, as “I Am An American” Day and urge 
that this day be observed as a public occasion in recognition of 
our citizens who have attained their majority or who have been 
naturalized within the past year. And I do call upon all Federal* 
State and local officials, and all patriotic, civil, and educational 
organizations to join in exercises calculated to impress upon all 
our citizens, both native-born and naturalized, the special sig­ 
nificance of citizenship in this Nation. 


IN WITNESS WHEREOF, I have hereunto set my hand
